But Production Rises 
from Speed-Up 


By LELAND OLDS. 

How increased efficiency means 
gain for the employer but loss for 
labor is indicated by the February 
employment report of the U. S. de- 
partment of labor. .In spite of the 
high rate of production sald to pre- 
vail generally, industrial employment 
stands 4.5 per cent below February 
1924 and 8 per cent below 2 years 
ago. 

Means A Constantly ;lnoreasing Un- 
employed Army. 

This gives point to the recent (em- 
ployers’) industrial conference — 
statement that the ability of industry 
to produce more with the same or 
even decreased employment is one 
of the “most encouraging signs” in re- 
cent industrial history. Encouraging 
to whom? Evidently not to labor, for 
it means hundreds of thousands 
chronically unemployed. The confer- 
ence board statement is a clear ex- 
ample of the inevitable confiict of in- 
terest between the owning and work- 
ing classes. 

The gain of somewhat more than 1 
per cent in employment between Jan- 
uary and February is seasonal and 
corresponds closely with gains in 
1923 and 1924. In 1924 this gain was 
held thrn March. Then followed the 
rapid descent into unemployment.

Studies 
made by responsible financial houses 
of the securitiés involved in the $272,- 
000,000 purchase by the city, if the 
referendum is favorable, show enor- 
mous discrepaficies between the pre- 
sent market price of the stocks and 
bonds and the-value if the city bites. 

Stock WIII Jump 

In some cases there is a fourfold in- 
crease in value. Certain preferred 
stock of one of the street railway com- 
panies now quoted at 7 will be worth 
28 under the adopted ordinance, the 
experts figuré. Certain other traction 
company paper will be doubled. If 
stock and bond gamblers coujd know 
in advance that the election will turn 
out favorably to the investors they 
would clean up tremendous profits. 
The straw votes show voters’ opinions 
about equally divided. 

Advocates of the scheme, like the 
Chicago Tribune, are having their old 
records thrown in their face. For ex- 
ample about two years ago the Trib- 
une editorially stated that the surface 
lines “are headed for the junkheap. 
A surface line system is not a system 
but an obstruction.“ Now the Tribune 
favors paying $163,000,000 for the “ob- 
struction.” 

Federation Against 

A number of labor officials have 
been falsely réported as favoring the 
ordinance but have been unable to get 
redress in the papers that misquoted 
them. The Chicago Federation of 
Labor traction committee report char- 
acterized the measure as a brazen 
steal. 82

the capitalist press restates its claim that the president is 
hostile to Soviet recognition. But Borah is the head of 
the senate foreign relations committee, which has a lot to 
say about this question, in fact, it often speaks louder than 
the White House tenant.

Borah has just finished making two speeches; at Bridge- 
port, Conn., and Chicago. The senator stressed the recog- 
nition issue in his eastern address advancing, however, some 
new reasons for desiring to deal with the workers’ and 
peasants’ government at Moscow. He said: 

“| favor recognition of Russia, not because | believe in confisca- 
tion or Bolshevism, but because the only way to destroy Communism 
and Bolshevism is to bring the nations of the earth in touch with 
those people. Bolshevism is an economic disease. The only way to 
get rid of it is to adopt such a policy as to bring about a condition 
of affairs which will bring prosperity and a sane course of conduct to 
140,000,000 people.“ 


Perhaps Borah thinks that is a good way of breaking 
down the prejudices of great financial interests and winning 
over their political lackeys in Washington. It is not con- 
ceivable that he believes what he says. If he did, he would, 
naturally, have something to offer the workers and peasants 
of Russia in return for the surrender of their power. 

* * * * 

Borah is a great believer in America,“ —in American 
“patriotism.” He is one of the loudest “America First!“ 
statesmen in Washington. He is opposed to the world court. 
He thinks that the Morgan-Dawes plan is “a god-send to 
Europe,” remsdying all the evils of the Versailles peace. He 
kids himself into believing that the Harding-Hughes disarm- 
ament conference brought peace a little closer to the world. 
So he wants another conference. 

But all this is poor bait for the Russian masses. They 
know that “America First!” means “The Dollar First!” that 
the Morgan-Dawes plan is a slave plan for the German 
workers, to be fought by labor everywhere; that disarm- 
ament conferences will continue to be standing jokes as 
long as imperialist ambitions strive for world rule. 

Borah speaks of the American capitalist state, that he 
would offer the Russian workers for their Soviet rule, as 
follows: 

“As a result of well organized and venal propaganda on the one 
hand and sheer political expendiency on the other, we are buliding 
up a bureaucratic form of government—the most expensive, the most 
burdensome, the most Inefficlent and the most arbitrary form of gov-

All that Borah 
charges against American capitalism, was true of Russian 
czarism,—BUREAUCRATIC, BURDENSOME, INEFFICI- 
ENT, ARRITRARY,—torturing Russian labor.

Of course the Russian workers and peasants desire recog- 
nition of their Soviet Republic, even by the American cap- 
italist government. But there is something they would like 
more,—a Soviet Government in power in Washington.

Advises Socialists Not to 
Crowd the Hall 


MILWAUKEE, April 5. —Debs’ lec- 
ture in this city was arranged by 
liberal women. The Milwaukee Lead- 
er in its editorial asked the workers 
not to crowd the hall in order not to 
annoy the sick “Gene.”

only one day’s work. And ever since, 
the manufacturing department has 
averaged only 3 to 4 days a week, and 
the finishing department 4 to 5 days. 
But Profits Come. 

Yet dividends have been paid, at 
the rate of 20 per cent on capitaliza- 
tion prior to 1919. How is this pos- 
sible? With the workers on short 
time, how could the American Thread 
Co. pile up enormous profits? The 
secret is found in the low wages paid, 
and in the speeding up system. 

All possible improvements in ma- 
chinery have been introduced, which 
speed up the worker, and compel him 
to turn out a larger product. In ad- 
dition, much more work is expected 
from a man than before, irrespective 
of machinery. enty years ago 
when C. B., a dresser tender, began 
slaving for the American Thread Co. 
in Willimantic, Conn., it took 14 
hours to get out a set of thread. Now 
it takes seven hours. 

In making a shuttle bobbin, there 
is a new method, which consists of 
punching on a cardboard, which sim- 
plifies the process, and increases the 
output. 

The Buhiman Dye Machine. 

There is still some dyeing done by 
hand, two men being required to pull 
the skeins thru the water, hot tho it 
is. But the machine is coming in. 
The Buhlman machine, according to 
men who work on it, has increased 
the output tremendously. Four men 
on that machine, of German make, 
can do as much as 30 men previously. 

In the American Thread Co., one 
of these machines was put in three 
years ago, another nine months ago, 
and still another is being installed. As 
a result, many workers. were laid off. 
Now two men tend 30 rolls or pins. 

The Buhlman machine allows 13 
different dyeing operations to go on 
at the same time, each of the 13 box- 
es containing a different wash. The 
machine is about 40 feet by 15 feet, 
with rows of boxes (or wash tubs) 


on the outside, the regulating machin- 


ery being on the inside. Partitions 
separate the various boxes. These 
partitions can be raised, thus increas- 
ing the ste of the box, when the ma- 
terial to be dyed comes in greater 
amounts, thus being put on more 
pins. 

There are seven boxes on one side, 
and six on the other, of various sizes. 
The skeins of thread are placed on 
the pins, about a dozen on each pin, 
the pin revolving, automatically pass- 
ing the skeins thru ‘the wash. The 
machines in use at the American 
Thread Co. have sixtyfive pins each. 
The machine can be used, too, for 
rinsing operations. It has revolution- 
ized the dye room. 

These are only a few instances of 
capitalist introduction of more com- 
plicated machinery, to attain greater 
production, It can be duplicated in 
most departments. 

Making Men Do More Work. 

On the bobbin press, where former- 
ly four presses were run by two men, 
before the strike was called, seven 
presses were being run by two men. 
In the shuttle bobbin ‘department, gix 
months ago, four embossing machines 
were run by one man. But before 
the cut, one man was running six ma- 
chines, and was lucky enough to es- 
cape having two more wished on him, 
because they were out of order. 

A worker doing fancy bleaching 
told me that he used to do 300 Ibs. at 
a time. Now he often does 400 lbs., 
and even up to 550 lbs. And for this 
work, this strong, well developed type 
of man gets $23.40. 

Years ago, by hand in bleaching, 
two men did 400 lbs. together at one 
time, getting $25 and $26 a week re- 
spectively. Now one man must do 
the work alone, doing 500 Ibs., and 
for this gets $23.40. 

These are first hand stories told by 
the men themselves to the writer. 
They are not taken from books or 
from my imagination. When I spoke 
at the strikers‘ meeting on Friday, 
March 13, I gave figures on profits of 
the American Thread Co., taken from 
Moody’s Manual of Investments. At 
that time, the strike leader, Miss Kel- 
leher, organizer for the United Textile 
Workers of America, complimented 
the writer for the speech, and accept- 
ed the figures as correct. 

But when Communist propaganda 
began to make headway, the fakers 
began to attack the DAILY WORK- 
ER and the Workers Party, and Miss 
Kelleher. reported on my speech of 
March 13, “the figures were fair, but 
were taken from a hearing on the 
48-hour bill hearing.” Comrade Ida 
Rothstein and the writer had appeared 
before the legislative committee on la- 
bor at Hartford, and had made use of 
figures, but not these. 

The deductions on stock manipula- 
tions and concealment of profits were 
not in any book, but the timid soul 
which is running the strike in Will 
mantic wished to discredit the Com- 
munists, and she made this pitiful 
attempt. Lest any such attempt be 
made again, I wish to repeat, that the 
figures in tbis article, and in the prev- 
lous one on wages were furnished by 
workers on strike, and taken down 
by the writer as they were given. 

Man Against Man. 

Using one worker against another is 
the basis of their method. Incentive, 
emulation, competition are the fine 
names given to this exploitation meth- 
od. A new man is used to speed up 
on a job, and the others expected to 
equal his record. Then, if the new- 
comer is unable to continue the kill-

ing pace, an old hand is called in, and 
expected to come up to the mark of 
the newcomer. 

“Take it or go home,” commands 
the boss, and if you are in a town 
where “you work in the mill or you 
work nowhere,” few there are who run 
away from the prison. The company 
aims to have workers able to do more 
than one job in that department, so as 
to have a reserve labor force, to use 
when necessary. They therefore keep 
shifting the workers from one line 
to another in a department. This is 
particularly true of the dye house. 

The foremen check up on the time 
for a roll, thus doing the despicable 
work of an efficiency expert. 

The speed-up system is brought 
about by piece work, 60 per cent of 
the women doing some form of piece 
work. At ring spinning they handle 
from seven to ten frames, and are 
paid so much a frame. 


Protests. 


Occasionally men protest. No one 
works in the mill, if he can help it. 
Some lucky ones are able to escape. 
And they brag about it. A Polish 
worker told me that his son worked 
on a farm, anywhere but in the mill. 
And his son later told me (I have met 
him often since) that when he tries to 
work in the carding room, he becomes 
dizzy.. He tried it three times, but 
had to quit each time. 

An American born worker spoke 
with pride of the fact that he refused 
to submit to the grinding oppression 
of the American Thread Co. and quit, 

And even in the mill, they protest. 
Men were handling rows of reels, car- 
rying only 100 pounds. Later they 
were given reels carrying 200 pounds, 
at the same wage. Extra reels would 
have called for more wages. So the 
same amount of reels was kept, and 
the weight of each doubled. The men 
on this work kicked. The campany 
was forced to get other help to do 
this dirty work. They could get them; 
mill slaves are in abundance, famil- 
ies with a large number of children 
receiving the praise of priest, politi- 
cian and profiteer. 

Three years ago, a worker was 
asked to tend a bleaching machine. 
It was heavy work and he asked $35 
a week for it. He intended to get a 
helper, too. But the company said: 
“No. This is à one man’s job.” And 
it became a one man’s job, someone 
else doing it. But despite protests, 
the system of speeding up has been in- 
troduced. When workers are worn 
out by extraordinary toil, there are 
always others ready to take their 
places.

Kellogg and Coolidge, 
Miffed by French, in 
Quandary Over Russia 


WASHINGTON, D. C.,. April 3.— 
Secretary of State Kellogg and Presi- 
dent Coolidge are keenly resentful of 
the refusal of the French government 
to have anything to do with a con- 
ference this year for further limita- 
tion of naval construction. 

Kellogg insists that he has not, 
even informally, asked the French 
what they think about the scheme. 
That they should go ahead and tell 
tbe public that they disapprové of 
the frst move made by the new head 
of the state department is a circum- 
stance that almost bowls Kellogg 
over. 

Chairman Borah of the senate for- 
eign relations committee has never 
believed that the conference could be 
arranged until France had assuranc- 
es of security in Europe. Further, he 
has argued with Coolidge that France 
could get no genuine security until 
Russian recognition by the United 
States had been granted, and until the 
economic life of Europe had been se- 
cured by the restoration of interna- 
tional credits to Russia, either direct 
or thru Germany. 

President Coolidge reacts to his 
disappointment by declaring that 
American private loans to Europe 
should be withheld in all cases where 
the money would be used to build 
up further armament or to maintain 
armies. He wants every American 
dollar which may be sent abroad to 
go to work in an industrial or trans- 
portation enterprise, to earn profits 
for American capitalists.

On April 20, the executive has con- 
tracted to appear, before the open- 
ing session here of the annual con- 
vention of the Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution. 

The next speech, according to the 
schedule thus far arranged, is the an- 
nual decoration day address at Arling- 
ton national cemetery. This occasion 
probably will bring forth a discussion 
of foreign policy and the contemplat- 
ed arms conference. 

Still under consideration is the pos- 
sibility of a journey to Charlotte,, N. 
Carolina, on May 20, in connection 
with the celebration of the 150th an- 
niversary of the signing of the Meck- 
lemburg declaration of independence. 

Goes to Twin Cities 

The first definite out of town speak- 
ing engagements falls in early June, 
probably the eight. The president has 
promised to address the Norse-Amer- 
ican centennial celebration at St. Paul- 
Minneapolis at that time. 

Then comes.a tentative engagement 
on June 16, in Boston on the occasion 
of the 150th anniversary the battle of 
Bunker Hill. Mr. Coolidge will speak 
either there or at Cambridge, Mass., 
on July 3. The latter occasion being 
in commemoration of the date upon 
which Washington assumed command 
of the continental army.

Altho Mr. Hunt of the citizens’ 
committee guaranteed that the actua’ 
property has now been established, 
still it can be readily seen that there 
is no possibility of preventing the 
company from watering the stock and 
also from showing much larger asset 
than the actual value of the property.

As a member of the Federated 
Trades Council I exposed the various 
means of the corporations for swell- 
ing up the cost of the property by sale 
and repurchase of the property and 
by buying material from the subsid- 
iary companies at a higher price and

The next month, in December, there 
were 18,000 customers, and in Jafu- 
ary the figure grew to 27,000!

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the country. The peasants from the 
nearby villages heard about it and 
soon began to patronize it while on 
their way from the yillage to the 


rant where all the local news is given. 
There are also regular newspapers to 
be had. The walls are decorated with 
pictures of the revolutionary leaders. 


On holidays the restaurant is espe- 
cially crowded, for it serves as a club 
house, rest room, etc. One goes there 
to get a glass of “chaj” (tea), to hear 
the latest news and to have a talk 
with friends. 


Yes, things have changed consider- 
able around the Dulevsk works since 
the Soviets rule the country.

The I. R. A. is no invention of in- 
dividual comrades, but it is the “legit- 
imate” child of its time, for never 
has the proletariat had so many vic- 
tims as now, in the “peaceful post- 
war period,“ in the time of: “recon- 
struction” and “reparation.” 

The I. R. A. was formed by a group 
of old Russian Bolsheviks who suf- 
fered themselves the tortures of the 
czarist prisons and Siberian exile. It 
is natural that the activity of the 
I. R. A. found a specially favorable 
ground in the Russia of the workers 
and peasants. While in the capitalist 
countries the white terror is not only 
directed against the high traitors” 
and the “political eriminals,“ but be- 
gins also to attack those who dare to 
support these “traitors,” the wave of 
general sympathy for the fighters of 
the world revolution grow in the So- 
viet Union. Already, one year after 
its formation, the I. R. A. had 500,000 
members in Russia and at present 
its membership in the Soviet Union 
has grown to approximately 3,500,000. 
Still more significant is the growth 
of the collected sums: In January, 
1923, the Central Cömmittee of the 
Russian Red Aid receſved 300 roubles 
and in Deceniber, 1924, this sum had 
increased to 250,000 poubles. ‘In the 
following months abdut’ the same 
am@pnts were collected At present

In order to combine the work of 
the individual sections internationally, 
in July, 1924, the first international 
congress took place. At this congress 
20 countries were represented. The 
congress’ decisions provided the basis 
for the future activity. With regard 
to the practical éxperrences in the 
Soviet Union, the organizational prin- 
ciples of the Red Aid of the Soviet 
Union were made the example for the 
activity in other countries: Forma- 
tion of mass organizations, with nu- 
clei in all shops--this is the present 
task as the congress has formulated 
it. It is not sufficient to awaken the 
international proletarian solidarity 
among the workers—this feeling of 
class solidarity must take concrete 
forms. The congress stressed in its 
resolution that the work of the I. R. A. 
should not be neglected for a mo- 
ment. The congress endorsed at the 
same time the decision of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the I. R. A. that the 
18th of March should be in future the 
Day of the Political Prisoners. 


Large Membership. 

The activity of the I. R. A. in the 
capitalist countries entered a new 
In most 
countries the establishment of the 
membership organization was started 
so that at the end of last year alone 
in Germany 200,000 members had been 
organized. 

The week from the first to seventh 
of December, the I. R. A. Week, led 
new fresh forces into our ranks... In 
Russia, a further million of members 
was gained by our organization. In 
other countries the organized support 
of our cause by many revolutionary 
fighters proved that no persecutidns 
are able to strangle the gigantic 
force, which is called International 
Solidarity. This solidarity does not 
only consist in material support pro- 
vided by the masses to the politcal 
prisoners. This material support is 
undoubtedly very considerable. In

Jugo-Slavia Leans 


on British Banks 


BELGRADE, April 56—The Jugo- 
Slav state monopoly has just com- 
pleted arrangements with a consorti- 
um of English banks for a loan of 
£1,000,000, secured on the tobacco 
monopoly stores, for the purpose of 
financing this year’s crop. 

Last year’s loan for the same pur- 
pose was only for £300,000, for which 
the terms were more stringent. 

Much interest also is shown in the 
announcement of the agreement 
reached between Messrs. Blair & Co. 
of New York, and Armstrong, Whit- 
worth & Co., the Jugo-Slavia subsid- 
lary of Herman, Armstrong, Whit- 
worth & Co., for co-operation in a fi- 
nancing and construction contract un- 
der the external gold law of 1922, au- 
thorizing a $100,000,000 loan for con- 
struction of the Adriatic railway and 
other works.

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FOREIGN MONEY - 
AFTER BANKRUPT 
MANCHURIAN R. R. 


Now Operates at Very 
Heavy Loss 


(Special to The Daily Worker.) 

HARBIN, April 5.— The economie 
position of the South Manchurian 
railway is far from being as brilliant 
as carefully arranged official reports 
purport to make it appear, according 
to the latest reports by the local Har 
bin papers. The inability of the rail- 


way to move on the shipments of | 


timber, which are regularly being sent 
by the Chinese Eastern railway, would 
by itself bear sufficient evidence to 
the unsatisfactory conditions evolved 
by the policy of the former line. Thus, 
there is actually a tie-up at the sta- 
tion of Changohun, where over one 
hundred and fifty carloads of timber 


materials have been accumulated, The 


reason, according to competent opin- 
ion, is solely the fact that the line 
lacks the necessary rolling stock, 
_ Finance Bad 

These transport deficiencies are 
partly due to the not entirely satis- 
factory financial condition of the 
South Manchurian railway. Indeed, 
the line owes more than 200 million 
yen in different loans, the bare pay- 
ment of interest on which absorbs 


| some 16 million yen yearly. 


It has transpired, for instance, that 
last year the directors of the South 
Manchurian railway tried to obtain 
a new loan from foreigners, who ae 
ceded to the request, but set such ex- 
tortionate conditions that the appli- 
cants themselves let the matter drop. 

This leaves the railway in a bad 
plight, as, while the enterprise natur- 
ally needs new funds for its develop 
ment, it is actually placed in such 


condition that it can count on its 
own receipts alone, derived from the 
exploitation of the line and associated 
enterprises. 


The plain fact is that, as 
, the administration 


itself compelled, thru want of ade- 
quate capi and circulating funds, to 
curtaiithe plan of new construction 
and eventually to refrain from in- 
creasing the rolling stock.

If any further proof of the above 
mentioned considerations were need- 
ed, it would suffice to note, as the 


local papers here pointedly remark, 


that even the Osaka Mainichi, whose 
views ought to carry weight, is most 
pessimistic as regards the whole si- 
tuation.

stok). Expert opinion holds that this 
struggle into which the Japanese line 
has entered will cost the latter not 
less than seven million yen or more, 
without bringing any substantial gain 
in return.

A 
general wage cut for all piece work 
has just been introduced and the men 
have been ordered to “speed up.” So 
the men had no money to give. And 
the contribution boxes were found to 
be nearly empty. Seventy cents were 
found in one, a dollar and a half in 
another, and so it went. 

The Pullman officials were furious. 
The next day, the workers report to 
the DAILY WORKER, they were told 
that every man must work exactly un- 
till the whistle blew, even tho they 
were on piece work. Two men were 
reported fired from the carpenter de- 
partment of the steel shop for quit- 
ing work one minute before the 
whistle blew. The Pullman officials 
were “getting even.”

Watchmen were placed thruout the 


to the official report of the sub-dis- 
trict tellers by a vote of 2,194 to 2,103. 
Without granting a hearing to Thomp- 
son or any other sub-district official, 
in fact, denying them a hearing when 
they demanded it, the Farrington-con- 
trolled district executive board threw 
out enough votes to elect Walker, 
Thompson's opponent, by a vote of 
3,094 for Thompson and 3,279 for 
Walker.

Operators Dodge the Word “Lockout.” 
The Pittsburgh & West Virginia

the road as far as coal traffic is con- 
cerned. The closing of mines in the 
northern part of the district is ex- 
pected to be complete, in the rest ot 
the district more or less so. 

Black Diamond wants to be sure 
there is no suspicion that the op 
@rators are actually going on strike 
for better conditions. A lockout is not 
a lockout unless the operators call it 
a lockout. The journal says: “The 
operators who are closing their mines 
are not doing so in the spirit or form 
of a lockout, tho a practical result will 
be that the miners will lose what lit- 
tle employment they have had. The 
position is simply that of ceasing to 
produce because production is un- 
profitable.” 

That should furnish labor with a 
good precedent when the next big 
strike is necessary. The workers will 
not strike but will simply “cease to 
produce because production at exist- 
ing wages is unprofitable.” 

Four Million in Profits Laid 
to “a Loss.” 

A glance at Mellon’s Pittsburgh Co. 
which has closed and dismantled 16 of 
ite 50 mines in the district shows that 
altho it claims a loss from last year’s 
operations this loss is fictitious. With 
a production of 9 million tons the com. 
pany paid all expenses, all interest, 
depletion and depreciation charges 
and had a profit left over for stock- 
holders of $281,888. But this figure 
understates the profit. There have 
been excessive deductions for deple. 
tion since 1917 when the company had 
engineers revalue its coal reserves in 
order to put value behind the capital 
stock which was originally half water. 

The actual income remaining to the 
owners in 1924 after paying the cost 
of production was $3,865,401 or 430 a 
ton. And the company can keep on 
paying dividends indefinitely out of 
stored up surplus profits which 
amount to over $78,000,000 or more 


than the entire par value of both com. 
mon and preferred stocks.

LAW IS SCORNED 


‘Union Officials Give No 
Hleed or Aid 


McDONALD, Pa.—Miners’ officials 
help to weaken the fighting spirit of 
the diggers and expose the organiza- 
tion to attacks from the operators, 
by refusing to take up the grievances, 
thereby playing into the hands of the 
coal barons. A favorite method of 
the Pittsburgh Coal Co. in attacking 
the men is refusing to drain water 
out of the rooms where the men 
work, , 

Here in McDonald we are forced to 
work in water because the company 
will not spend any money to install 
drainage. If you ever had to work in 
water you would know what it means 
either to dig or load under those 
conditions. Water splashing every 
time you strike with the pick or lift 
a shovel ful of coal, 


Wet Every Day, All Day and 
All Over. 

When we come out of the mine we 
are soaking wet from head to foot. 
In the winter our clothing freezes 
stiff and in many cases pneumonia is 
developed, which means death in 
some instances. But what do the op- 
erators care for the life of a coal 
digger and our officials agree with 
them. They claim there are 200,000 
miners too many in the industry. This 
method is an easy way of eliminating 
some of the surplus. 

Altho the mine laws of Pennsyl- 
vania plainly state that, “The mine 
foreman shall see that the water is 
drained out of working places before 
the men enter, and that the working 
places are kept as free from water as 
practicable during working hours,’ 
yet.the operators refuse to conform 
with their own laws or pay any com- 
pensation. Our officials do nothin; 
either to have the law and the agree- 
ment enforced or force the payment 
for death or time lost as result of 
sickness from working in water. 

Rank and File Must Clean House. 

It is up to the rank and file miners 
to take the organization into their 
own hands. Officials must be made to 
fight for the interests of the miners 
and not the operators or we must 
throw them out and put men in these 
that will do’ so.

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INERS IN 
WITH BOSS 
WAGE SCALE 


(Special to The Daily Worker.) 

OKMULGEE, Okla., April 6.— The 
superintendent of the B. and A. coal 
mine at Schulter, 10 miles south of 
here, is raising loud complaint be- 
cause scabs are not “given protec- 
tion” from the miners who refuse to 
go to work under the low wage 
scale of 1917. The mine has been 
forced to closé down. 

Ten days ago a flare up took 
place in which a scab was beaten 
and his supposed assailant arrested. 
Miners surround the workings and 
jeer the scabs when they quit work. 

The superintendent complains, 
“One of our men was beaten up in 
Henryetta and threats of violence 
have been made against all of 
them.”

Bay Badly Exploited 
and Poorly Organized

COQUILLE, Oregon, April 2.— The 
Coos Bay Lumber company last year 
cut wages twice, first time 20 per cent 
and the second 10 per cent, mean- 


while raising the board from $1.05 to 
-$1.25 a day. 


Labor organization is very weak 
here, and only about 100 workers be- 
long to the I. W. W. Last year when 
the Lumber Workers“ fndustrial Un; 
ion 120 of the I. W. W. demanded thai 
men be supplied with bedding, this 
was “given” but charged for. 


When a worker walks all over the 
country looking for jobs, he has no 
chance to carry decent bedding or 
to keep it clean if he does. Now they 
furnish two sheets and two blankets, 
but force the workers to pay $1 a week 
for the laundrying of these. 

There are about 10 camps of 200 
workers each, and if one figures it up, 
the company collects about $8,000 a 
month for this laundry. The total 
wear and tear and laundry bill costs 
them about $1,000 a month; so the 
company makes the difference. 

The bosses used to make money on 
ns when were in the woods and 
awake, now they make money of us 
even when we are asleep.

This is primarily due to the increase 
in building projects, a number of the 
largest jobs having to be completed 
at a certain time, with penalty clauses 
in the contracts if this is not complied 
with. 7

are busy. Meetings have been sched- 
uled for April 14th and 16th, and three 
speakers representing the American 
plan open shop conference will try 
to convince the Kansas City contrac.

This burst of prosperity is, of 
course, temporary. And Butlei 
Brothers will mount the “open shop’ 
band wagon when conditions become 
more favorable for the success of the 
so-called American plan. 

Let's hope that the progressive 
movement within the building trade: 
of Kansas City will strengthen its po- 
sition before the next building sea- 
son, so that instead of discussing ar- 
bitration as a solution of the problem 
they will be able to unite the building 
trades forces to frustrate by struggle 
any attempt to place Kansas City on 
an “open shop” basis.

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Foreclosing on France 


The Chicago Tribune suggests, in commenting 
on the French cabinet and financial crisis, that 
France might well part with some of her colonial 


possessions and thus liquidate, partially at least, 
her debt to America. 

Early in our history this government bought 
the Louisiana territory for a song and immensely 
increased the exploitable territory of the nation. 

The French islands in the West Indies and 
French Guiana on the northern coast of Southern 
America would probably be acceptable to our im- 
perialists—on their own terms. The possession of 
these territories would make easier the penetra- 
tion of Latin-America and, used as naval and 
military bases, bulwark American imperialism in 
the Caribbean. 

By a.process of foreclosure American imperial- 
ism can grab off valuable areas, not only in the 
western hemisphere but all over the world. But 
force or the threat of force is néeded to make 
foreclosures effective. This force is now being dis- 
played to the peoples of the Far East in the junket 
of the navy. It is not for mere pastime that mil- 
lions are spent on the cruise of the biggest fleet 
ever assembled in the Pacific. 

Capitalist press dispatches also announce that 
there is a feeling of irritation in official circles in 
Washington aroused by the dilatory tactics of the 
French government in reference to the foreign 
debts and contain more than a,hint that some pres- 
sure is being brought to bear in Paris. 

The French capitalists, now third-raters in 
world finance, in the midst of a first class crisis, 
are discovering that the memory of LaFayette is 
not going to be accepted as collateral or cash by 
the House of Morgan. 

The present situation, is full of promise for the 
French Communist Party which has shown such 
remarkable vitality in the last few months. The 
French masses have borne the oppression of their 
native capitalists, but they will not submit to a 
double slavery. 


The Straggle in Seattle 


The Seattle labor fakers have got themselves 
into a fine mess. They seem to have labored under 
the impression that when Communist delegates 


from unions are unseated in central labor councils 
that the fight is over. 

The youngest member of a Communist Junior 
group could have pointed out this fundamental 
error—that this marks the beginning and not the 
end of the struggle. 

If it were not for the war made on ‘Communists 
by the tools of the bosses in the labor unions we 
would have to devote more time to picking out 
slogans and issues with which to go to-the masses. 
Seattle is a fine example of how this works. From 
a purely local struggle the fight has taken on a 
statewide character and is a matter for discussion 
in all the units of the labor movement.

The Cuban Strike 


It is easier to stop all industry in Cuba than it 
is in the United States, but the theory is the same 
solidarity of the workers against the capitalists. 

In Cuba this solidarity of the workers is a fact 
as shown in our news of yesterday. The largest 
sugar factories and railroads are tied up and a 
general strike of all Cuban lbor has been called. 

It will be recalled that last winter there were a 
number of deportations of “foreign agitators” car- 
ried out under the guidance of General Crowder, 
the representative of American imperialism in 
Cuba, and word went out that the Cuban labor 
movement had been purged of red influence. 

It appears, however, that in Cuba, as well as in 
all countries, the workers rebel without any as- 
sistance from outside when the pressure from 
above becomes intolerable. The Cuban workers are 
giving us Americans a lesson in class consciousness 
as well as helping us by carrying the fight to the 
imperialists. The struggles of the colonial workers 
become more and more important to the American 
working class as our ruling class extends its fields 
of robber enterprise. 

We owe to the Cuban workers the utmost sup- 
port we can give them because they are fighting 
our battles as well as their own. 


The American Siberia 


If the Russian revolutionists had received in the 
years before and after 1905 a letter from Siberia 
of the same tone as that we published yesterday 
from northern Minnesota they would have felt, just 
as we should feel, that the spirit of Communism, 
the will to fight oppression, was not dead. 

Northern Minnesota is the American Siberia— 
part of it at least. The Mesaba range country is 
the private principality of the steel trust and 
revolts of the workers have been crushed there 
just as brutally as were revolts of the Russian 
workers and peasants. The law on the Iron Range 
is the iron law of the steel trust. It crushes the 
feeblest attempts at ordinary trade union organiza- 
tion with the same ferocity with which revolu- 
tionary uprisings are put down. 

Yet on the Iron Range the Communist Party 
members are working—educating and organizing. 
Compared to the might of heavy capitalist in- 
dustry, their strength is little but capitalism de- 
cays while the revolution lives and grows. 

The workers of the Iron Range, schooled in the 
bitter struggles they have been thru, will play a 
mighty- part in Amf€rican labor and revolutionary 
history before the present chapter is closed.

If old laws can be found under which workers 
can be prosecuted, well and good.

take up at the beginning of Decem 
ber. Amongst the Second Interna- 
tional organs the most important in 
its attitude was Vorwarts, the offi- 
cial paper of the Gérman united so- 
cial-democratic party. Vorwarts de- 
clared the report of Purcell’s speech, 
of which the substance had been 
made public in England by the Mos- 
cow correspondent of the Daily Her- 
ald, to be a “forgery.” Immediately 
Purcell, in a special message from 
Moscow, confirmed the authenticity of 
the raport. Vorwarts, being unre- 
pentant, a full transcript in both 
Inglish and German was dispatched 
to that journal. The transcript was 
signed by Purcell as a proof of its 
authenticity. However, Vorwarts 
contented itself by publishing ex- 
tracts from the report, adding that 
there must be 1 1 in the short- 
hand.

Against that attack in the columns 
of the social democratic and bourgeois 
press of Western Europe the British 
Trade Union Congress had no meane 
of defence. The delegation, wisely or 
unwisely, had pledged itself, before 
leaving for Russia, not to make any 
report, apeech or written article in- 
dividually until their full report had 
been submitted to and approved by 
the T. U. C. General Council. They 
had taken a pledge of silence, and 
(with one unfortunate exception at 
the end of January) their pledge was

Union Congress and of the British 
Trade Unions from answering the at- 
tack on their delegation—even when 
that attack was echoed in their own 
camp, such as the New Leader's re- 
mark on the delegation that “It is 
certainly creating incredible mischie!

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This press campaign continued then 
during the whole of December. On 
January 3 and 4 a joint, meeting of 


the executive committee, ord. F. T. U. 
and the bureau of the labor and so- 
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cialist international was held at Brus 
sels. The joint meeting was presided 
over by Emile Vandevelde, who deliv. 
ered an attack on the British trade 
union delegation (not present. at the 
meeting), and declared that it was 
necessary for the joint meeting to 
discuss their activities, This discus 
sion was, however, postponed. On the 
second day of this joint meeting M. 
Vandevelde published an article in Le 
Peuple (central organ of the Belgian 
labor party), in which he said of the 
British delegation: 

They saw in Russia what they 
hoped and wished to see. Their 
‘hosts, past-masters at this kind of 
game, showed them the “Patiomkin 
villages”* of the Soviet Republic. 
Undoubtedly, unable, as they were, 
to speak a word of the language, 
they had no direct contact with the 
people They saw; but they 
could neither ask questions nor in- 
quire. But this does not prévent 
them declaring unreservedly that 
the Bolshevist regime has succeed- 
ed. .

for instance—that the optimism of 

Purcell and Bramley is flatly con- 
tradicted by the official reports of 
the Soviets themselves. 

It will be seen from the section oj 
this supplement dealing with the ac- 
tual report of the delegation that these 
insinuations of M. Vandevelde are en- 
tirely unwarranted by the facts.

Poli tical Murders in Bulgari 


oe can rele: dada say that in no other 

country in the world are political 
murders so frequent and numerous as 
has been the case in Bulgaria since 
the white-guardist government of Zan- 
kov came to power. 


Even the fascist regime of Musso- 
lini in Italy, the cruelties of Horthy 
in Hungary and the inflitary dictator- 
ship of Primo de Rivéra in Spain are. 
in this respect, far surpassed by the 
terrorist regime of Zankov. 

It suffices to relate the terrible fact 
that during the last few months 36 
political murders and 151 other murd- 
ers were committed in Bulgaria, in 
order to realize that Bulgaria has esta- 
blished a record as far as political 
mirders are concerned. 

Even the Zankov government per- 
ceives that its regime of uninterrupted 
bloodshed and of unending political 
murders is calculated to discredit it 
abroad. It is therefore endeavouring 
by means of well-paid agents abroad 
to flood the European press with art- 
icles and reports aiming at belittling 
the importance of these facts and re- 
presenting them as the unavoidable 
result of the conspiratory arctivity, 
organized abroad, of Communists and 
“Moscow agents.” 

In addition to this the Zankov gov- 
erument has a defender in the Bul- 
garian section of the Second Interna- 
tional, The social democratic party 
has never, either in parliament, in its 
meetings or in its press, considered 
it necessary to protest against the 
mass murders of the Zankov govern- 
ment. 

Even today, whem the Zankov gov- 
ernment is seeking a way out of the 


a result of its own ‘terrorist regime, 
by an even greatef intensification: of 
the existing terror and by preparing 
a fresh provocation against the work- 
ing masses, when this terrorist regime 
is demanding fresh numerous victims 
on an even greater scale, the social 
democratic party remains true to its 
treacherous and provocatory role. 

The central organ of Bulgarian so- 
cial democracy Narod issues the 
following explanation and justification 
of the cruel deeds of.the Zankov gov- 
ernment which is unexampled in its 
cyinicism: * 

“Before the war human life was 
valuable, and the whole country was 
shocked when the press reported re- 
garding any murder. Now, after the 


mentally sick, the spiritual values 
have been choked in blood. Our 
epoch is bloody, indescribably bloody.” 


But revolting as this base attitude 
of the Bulgarian friends of Vander- 
velde and MacDonald, of Wels and 
Barmat, of Fritz Adler and Otto Bauer 
is, one must admit that it is thorough- 
ly consistent. The social democrats, 
during the time they were in the 
Zankov government, as well as after- 
wards when they were in “opposi- 
tion,” have participated in the bloody 
terrorist regime of the Bulgarian 
bourgeoisie against the working peo- 
ple of Bulgaria. 


There exists not the least doubt 
that neither the lies of the white- 
guardist Zankov government, nor the 
“theoretical” explanations and justi- 
fications of the trerorist regime on 
the part of the white-guardist social 
democracy, will be able to hide the 
real objects of the political murders 
and of the bloody anarchy in Bulga- 
ria, or as the actual responsibility for 
these horrors and atrocities from the 
eyes of the working people in Bulga- 
ria and from the workers and peas- 
ants abroad. The indisputable facts 
are as follows: 


1. The Bulgarian bourgeoisie over- 
threw the government of Stambulis- 
ky, which possessed an overwhelming 
majority in parliament, by the mili- 
tary putsch of June 9th, 1923 and orga- 
nized the brutal murder of Stambulis- 
ky, Daskalov, Duparinov and many 
other peasant leaders with the imme- 
diate participation of all bourgeois 
parties, including the social demo- 
crats, in the new government. 


2. In order to consolidate its pow- 
er, the Zankov government has pre- 
vented the legal existence of two pol- 
itical mass parties—the Communist 
Party and the Peasants’ League—des- 
troyed their press, closed their clubs, 
confiscated their funds and arrested 
more than 2,000 members of the Com- 
munist Party and of the Peasants’ 
League on no legal grounds whatever. 
It thereby provoked the September 
revolt of 1923. 

3. The Zankov government (again 
with the participation of all the bour- 
geois parties including the social de- 
mocrats) took advantage of the defeat 
of the working and peasant masses 
who rose in defence of their right 
and liberties, in order to massacre in 
the prisons without any trial, thous- 
ands of workers and peasants who 
took no part in the revolt. Among 
them were the following who will al-

4. Later on, agents of- the govern- 
ment murdered the former mayor of 
Samokov, M. Daschin, who after the 
September events was the only Com- 
munist leader of the workers in Samo- 
kov left alive. Petkov; a member of 
parliament and member of the Peas- 
ants’ League was also murdered. Dur- 
ing the court trial it transpired that 
the murder was committed on the 
order of the Zankov government. His 
successor in parliament, Comrade 
Hadji Dimov, was foully murdered in 
the open street. ‘Three months ago 
the well-known Communist worker 
from Plevna, Karavassiliev, disappear- 
ed without leaving any trace behind 
him after he had been arrested by the 
organs of “public safety.“ Two weeks 
ago the well-known Communist from 
Sofia, Waltcho Ivanov was murdered 
after his arrest by the police. Dim. Za- 
chariev, a member of the Chaskovo 
municipal council, was murdered, in 
the same manner. And lastly, the Com- 
munist member of parliament, Theo- 
dor Straschimirov, was murdered in 
the open streets of Sofia. Previous to 
this, Stojentchev a government min- 
ister had openly threatened him in 
parliament (in connection with his 
exposures of the terrorist regime of 
Zankov) that he would be murdered. 
According to the latest reports of the 
Bulgarian government agency itself, 
the women Communist Gitcheva, who 
was recently arrested, has committed 
“suicide” in prison. Thus we see—un- 
ceasing murder, murder. and again 
murder of the working class and of 
the workers’ and peasants’ leaders. 


5. In order to annihilate the Mace- 
donian revolutionary organization and 
to smooth the way to an understand- 
ing with Pasic, the Zankov govern- 
ment made use of the Protogerov 
band, supported it in September 1924 
with Bulgarians soldiers and murder- 
ed hostile Macedonian revolutionaries. 
: Under the protection of the govern- 
ment and with the co-operation of the 
Bulgarian embassies in Vienna, Bel- 
grade, Rome etc., this Protegerov 
gang is carrying out death sentences 
on Macedonian and Bulgarian revolu- 
tionaries living abroad. It was in this 
way that the well-known Macedonian 
revolutionary P. Tchaulev was foully 
murdered in Milan. 

6. The Zankoy government has 
kept dp prison since the 12th Septem- 
ber (already 18 months), in addition 
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(Moscow) 


to many other workerr- A peasants, 
the Communist member of pariia- 
ment Chr. Kabatchiev and the former 
Communist members of parliament A. 
Ivanov and N. Penev without any 
trial, as it is generally known that 
the accusationg against them are ab- 
solutely without foundation. 


7. On the strength of the law for 
the defense of the state the prisons 
are being filled with Communists and 
members of the Peasants’ League. 
Those lawyers who dare to appear be- 
fore the courts to defend the accused 
Communists and peasants are sub- 
jected to terrible mishandling on the 
part of the officials and the fascist 
bands, Thus, after the trial of the 
Communist member of parliament Dr. 
Maximov, an attempt was made to 
assassinae his defender, Patev a bour- 
geois radicdl. A bomb was thrown into 
his house. The defenders of the ac- 
cused workers and peasants of Lom, 
Dr. Dugmedshiev, Al. Athanasov and 
A. Mevorach and others were brutally 
beaten. 


8. As a result of its regime of ter- 
ror the Zankov government has rous- 
ed the whole of the working people 
against it, and is now organizing, with 
the aid of the credits specially grant- 
ed by parliament, the so-called “guer- 
ina“ for the persecution and innihila- 
tion of the “destructive elements” in 
the country. This “guerilla” posses- 
ses the right to arrest and to shoot 
without any investigation any one 
whom it considers to be a “dangerous 
enemy” of the state. 


The above-mentioned facts suffice 
to show that the responsibility for 
the political murders and the increas- 
ing bloody anarchy rests solely and 
entirely with the terrorist regime of 
Zankov. 


The Communist Party of Bulgnria 
is fighting with all its forces for the 
possibility of a legal existence anf for 
the legal struggle of the workers and 
peasants. It rejects the method of 
individual terrorism, not from senti- 
mentality but on account of its polit- 
ical futility, and relies for victory 
upon the collective united revolution- 
ary struggles of the masses. 

The method of political murder is 
the resource of the weak and desper- 
ate. It is precisely this method which 
the Zankov government is applying. 
as it is completely isolated from the 
people, as it has nine tenths of the 
people decidedly against it and, in 
spite of this, wishes to retain at all 
costs the terrorist power of the Bul- 


garlan capitalists’ and profiteers 
against the will of the people, 
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
